The toll has climbed steadi¬ 
ly in recent months with 
a spate of attacks by Af¬ 
ghan army and police — 
supposed allies — against 
American and NATO 
troops. That has raised 
troubling questions about 
whether countries in the 
U.S.-led coalition in Afghan¬ 
istan will achieve their aim 
of helping the government 
in Kabul and its forces stand 
on their own after most for¬ 
eign troops depart in little 
more than two years. 

“The tally is modest by the 
standards of war histori¬ 
cally, but every fatality is 
a tragedy and 11 years 
is too long,” said Michael 
O'Hanlon, a fellow at the 
Brookings Institution in 
Washington. “All that is in¬ 
ternalized, however, in an 
American public that has 
been watching this cam¬ 
paign for a long time. More 
newsworthy right now are 


the insider attacks and the 
sense of hopelessness they 
convey to many. “ 

Attacks by Afghan soldiers 
or police — or insurgents 


disguised in their uniforms 
— have killed 52 American 
and other NATO troops so 
far this year. “We have to 
get on top of this. It is a very 


serious threat to the cam¬ 
paign,” the U.S. military’s 
top officer. Army Gen. Mar¬ 
tin Dempsey, said about 
the insider threat. 

The top commander of 
U.S. and NATO forces in 
Afghanistan, Gen. John Al¬ 
len, was blunter. “I'm mad 
as hell about them, to be 
honest with you,” Allen told 
CBS’ “60 Minutes” in an in¬ 
terview to be broadcast 
on Sunday. “It reverberates 
everywhere across the Unit¬ 
ed States. You know, we’re 
willing to sacrifice a lot for 
this campaign, but we’re 
not willing to be murdered 
for it." The insider attacks 
are considered one of the 
most serious threats to the 
U.S. exit strategy from the 
country. In its latest incar¬ 
nation, that strategy has 
focused on training Afghan 
forces to take over secu¬ 
rity nationwide — allowing 
most foreign troops to go 
home by the end of 2014.

Malvo is serving a 
life sentence with no pa¬ 
role at a prison in southwest 
Virginia for killing Franklin. 
Muhammad was executed 
in Virginia in 2009 
The sniper-style attacks all 
but paralyzed the nation’s 
capital, as people were 
shot at random while go¬ 
ing about their everyday 
life — pumping gas, buy¬ 
ing groceries, and for one 
young boy, as he went to 
school. The shooters used 
a high-powered rifle, firing 
from the trunk of a modi¬ 
fied Chevy Caprice until 
they were tracked down at 
a Maryland rest stop. 

Malvo also repeated previ¬ 
ous assertions that he was 
manipulated by the older 
Muhammad during the 
string of attacks that took 
place when Malvo was 17. 
But he acknowledges: “I 
was a monster.” 

Malvo has declined to re¬ 
spond to many media re¬ 
quests, including letters 
from The Associated Press. 
He was interviewed in 2010 
for a cable TV special. 
When asked by the Post 
what he would say to vic¬ 
tims’ families, the remorse¬ 
ful Malvo said there’s no 
way to properly convey an 
apology. 

“We can never change 
what happened,” Malvo 
said.

As race stands, Obama within reach of second term 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Five 
weeks to Election Day, 
President Barack Obama 
is within reach of the 270 
electoral votes needed to 
win a second term. Repub¬ 
lican Mitt Romney’s path to 
victory is narrowing. 

To overtake Obama, Rom¬ 
ney would need to quickly 
gain the upper hand in 
nearly all of the nine states 
where he and Obama are 
competing the hardest. 

Polls show the president 
with a steady lead in many 
of them as Romney looks 
to shift the dynamics of the 
race, starting with their first 
debate Wednesday night 
in Denver. 

Obama headed to Las Ve¬ 
gas for an evening rally and 
planned to stay in Nevada 
as he prepared for the de¬ 
bate. Romney remained in 
Boston on Sunday, going 
through preparations of 
his own for Wednesday’s 
event. 


Romney's running mate 
Paul Ryan says there’s time 
for the Republican ticket to 
win. “In these kinds of races 
people focus near the end. 


and that's what's happen¬ 
ing now,” he told “Fox News 
Sunday.” 

A prominent Romney sup¬ 
porter, New Jersey Gov. 


Chris Christie said he ex¬ 
pected Romney’s debate 
performance in Denver to 
shake up the campaign 
after a “tough couple of 
weeks.” Christie predicted 
Romney would do “ex¬ 
traordinarily well,” and that 
come Thursday morning, 
“this whole race is going to 
be turned upside down." 
But a top Obama adviser, 
David Plouffe, cast doubt 
on how much the debate 
would turn around the race. 
“They expect to come out 
of this with the race funda¬ 
mentally changed. 

Now, what does that 
mean?” asked Plouffe. “If 
it’s going to fundamental¬ 
ly change, that means in 
seven or 10 days from now 
you'll see states like Ohio 
tied, the state of Iowa tied 
because that's what really 
matters here. 

So they have set the bar 
quite high.” 

If the election were held 


today, an Associated Press 
analysis shows Obama 
would win at least 271 elec¬ 
toral votes, with likely victo¬ 
ries in crucial Ohio and Iowa 
along with 19 other states 
and the District of Colum¬ 
bia. Romney would win 23 
states for a total of 206. 

To oust the Democratic in¬ 
cumbent, Romney would 
need to take up-for-grabs 
Florida, Colorado, Nevada, 
North Carolina, New Hamp¬ 
shire and Virginia, which 
would put him at 267 votes, 
and upend Obama in ei¬ 
ther Ohio or Iowa. 

U.S. presidents are elected 
not by national popular 
vote but in state-by-state 
contests. 

Each state gets one elec¬ 
toral vote for each of its 
representatives in the 
House and Senate. There 
are 538 votes in the Elec¬ 
toral College, and a candi¬ 
date must have at least 270 
to win. □

politan Transportation 
Authority, said Sunday 
morning. The project is 
part of a $1 billion proj¬ 
ect to widen the free¬ 
way to accommodate a 
new carpool lane. 
“Everything's on pace 
for the 5 a.m. Monday 
reopening," Jagger said. 
Carmageddon II, the se¬ 
quel to last year’s shut¬ 
down of a 10-mile (16-ki- 
lometer) stretch of the 
405 through the Sepulve¬ 
da Pass, is going accord¬ 
ing to script as motorists 
heeded months of warn¬ 
ings to stay off the road. 
Drivers faced additional 
challenges Sunday as 
the Herbalife Los Ange¬ 
les Triathlon temporar¬ 
ily closed many surface 
streets between Venice 
Beach and downtown 
LA. Metro detoured 42 
bus lines, which meant 
riders could experience 
some delays, Jagger 
said.

“We want to demonstrate 
to the government that 
even if they put obstacles 
in our path, we will practice

Venezuelan opposition 
leaders accused the gov¬ 
ernment of trying to disen¬ 
franchise voters, a charge 
officials denied. 

“They tried to do every¬ 
thing possible to prevent 
us from voting,” said Gisela 
Parra, a former judge who 
left Venezuela in 2005 after 
being accused of conspir¬ 
ing against Chavez. “The 
pressure was such that they 
had to open a voting cen¬ 
ter far away, in New Or¬ 
leans. 

It’s like punishing us." 

Parra, who plans to volun¬ 
teer at the New Orleans 
voting center, said Ven¬ 
ezuelan electoral officials 
“had the obligation” to 
make another Miami loca¬ 
tion available. 

But Tibisay Lucena, presi¬ 
dent of Venezuela’s Elec¬ 


tions Council, countered 
that voters registered in 
Miami “were relocated us¬ 
ing the same criteria used 
inside the country, telling 
them to go to the nearest 
polling station.” 

About 15,800 Venezuelans 
in the U.S. voted in their 
country's Dec. 2006 presi¬ 
dential election, three- 
quarters of them in Miami. 
Of the 10,800 Venezuelans 
voting in Florida, 98 per¬ 
cent cast ballots for the 
opposition candidate and 
2 percent for Chavez. Most 
Venezuelans in the U.S. are 
professionals or business- 
people who left their coun¬ 
try after Chavez became 
president in 1999. The 
number of Venezuelans in 
the U.S. burgeoned from 
91,500 in 2000 to 215,000 
in 2010, according to the 
2010 Census, with 57 per¬ 
cent of them living in Flor¬ 
ida. 

Numerous groups surfaced 
to assist U.S.-based Ven¬ 
ezuelan voters, with infor¬ 
mation distributed on the 
Internet and social media, 
as well as at coffee shops 
and bookstores frequent¬ 
ed by Venezuelans. 

The groups include Voto 
Joven and Voto Donde 
Sea, comprised mostly of 
young people, and the 
Mesa de la Unidad Demo- 
cratica, or Democratic Uni¬ 
ty Table, a coalition of po¬ 
litical parties backing op¬ 
position presidential candi¬ 
date Henrique Capriles. 
Beatriz Olavarria, who 
leads a commission cre¬ 
ated by the opposition al¬ 
liance to distribute voter 
information and mobilize 
observers, said she hopes 
at least half of the voters 
registered in Miami will cast 
ballots in New Orleans. □

New Mexico gives look into politics of future

At least 26 dead in Iraq after wave of bombings

BAGHDAD (AP) — A series of 
coordinated bombings shat¬ 
tered Shiite neighborhoods 
and struck at Iraqi security 
forces Sunday, killing at least 
26 in attacks that one official 
described as a rallying call 
by al-Qaida just days after 
dozens of militants escaped 
from prison. 

The blasts brought Septem¬ 
ber's death toll from sectar¬ 
ian violence to nearly 200 
people — a grim, above-av¬ 
erage monthly total for the 
period since U.S. troops left 
last year. The steady pace of 
attacks has worked to under¬ 
mine confidence in the gov¬ 
ernment. 

“The people are fed up with 
the killings in Iraqi cities,” said 
Ammar Abbas, 45, a Shiite 
and government employ¬ 
ee who lives in a Baghdad 
neighborhood near one of 
the bombings. “The govern¬ 
ment officials should feel 
shame for letting their people 
die at the hands of terrorists.” 
Police said the wave of ex¬ 
plosions stretched from the 
restive but oil-rich city of 
Kirkuk in the north to the 
southern Shiite town of Kut, 
wounding at least 94 peo¬ 
ple. There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for the 
attacks, but bombings are a 
hallmark of al-Qaida in Iraq, 
the Sunni insurgency that has 
been struggling for years to 
goad Shiite militias back to¬ 
ward civil war. 

A key Shiite lawmaker said 
the bombings likely sought 
to galvanize al-Qaida in the 
wake of a prison break last 
Friday in Saddam Hussein's 
northern hometown of Tikrit. 


Scores of inmates escaped 
— including as many as 47 
convicted al-Qaida mili¬ 
tants — in a massive secu¬ 
rity lapse that the govern¬ 
ment acknowledged had 
help from inside. 

“Al-Qaida leaders have 


no intention of leaving this 
country or letting Iraqis live 
in peace,” said Hakim al- 
Zamili, a Shiite member of 
parliament's security com¬ 
mittee. “The jailbreak in Ti¬ 
krit has boosted al-Qaida’s 
morale in Iraq and thus we 


should expect more at¬ 
tacks in the near future.” 
“The situation in Iraq is 
still unstable,” al-Zamili 
added. “And repetition of 
such attacks shows that 
our security forces are still 
unqualified to deal with 
the terrorists." 

Spokesmen for the gov¬ 
ernment and Baghdad’s 
military command could 
not immediately be 
reached for comment. 
Sunday’s deadliest attack 
struck the town of Taji, a 
former al-Qaida strong¬ 
hold just north of Bagh¬ 
dad. Police said three 
explosive-rigged cars in a 
Shiite neighborhood went 
off within minutes of each 
other, killing eight and 
wounding 28 in back-to- 
back blasts that began 
around 7:15 a.m. 


At almost the same time, in 
Baghdad, police said a sui¬ 
cide bomber set off his ex- 
plosives-packed car in the 
northwest Shiite neighbor¬ 
hood of Shula. “So many 
people were hurt. A leg of 
a person was amputated,” 
lamented Shula resident 
Naeem Frieh. “What have 
those innocent people 
done to deserve this?” 

The chain reaction of blasts 
continued throughout 
the morning, petering off 
around noon. 

Another suicide bomber 
drove a minibus into a se¬ 
curity checkpoint in Kut, 
located 160 kilometers (100 
miles) southeast of Bagh¬ 
dad. Maj. Gen. 

Hussein Abdul-Hadi Mah- 
bob said three police of¬ 
ficers were killed and five 
wounded. □

The protest exposed politi¬ 
cal pressures faced by Presi¬ 
dent Francois Flollande — 
whose popularity has been 
sinking in recent polls — and 
notably from some osten¬ 
sible allies of the left. It was 
the biggest demonstration 
of its kind since Hollande 
was elected in the spring, 
just weeks before his Social¬ 
ists won control of the Na¬ 
tional Assembly.

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

Three weeks after a mas¬ 
sive Catalan separatist 
march in Barcelona — the 
biggest since the 1970s — 
the independence flags 
still flutter from balconies 
across Spain's second 
largest city. 

Spain's crushing recession 
has had this divisive con¬ 
sequence: soaring popu¬ 
lar sentiment in Catalonia 
that the affluent region 
would be better off as a 
separate nation. 

On Thursday, regional 
lawmakers voted to hold 
a referendum for Cata¬ 
lonia’s seven million citi¬ 
zens to decide whether 
they want to break away 
from Spain. The Span¬ 
ish government says that 
the referendum would be 
unconstitutional. And it’s 
unclear if the “Yes” vote 
would win — even in these 
restless times. 

But it looks more likely than 
ever that Catalonia may 
ask to go its own way. 

“I have a big Catalan flag 
on the balcony. I put it up 
a week before the dem¬ 


onstration on Sept. 11 and 
it is still hanging there," said 
Gemma Mondon, 46, a 
mother of two. “I think we 
would be better off if we 
can manage our money. 
I think we would do much 
better.” 

Catalonia, a northeastern 
region that is historically 
one of Spain’s wealthiest 
and most industrialized, 
has always harbored a 
strong nationalist streak. 
Separatism is especially en¬ 
trenched in the rural towns 
and villages outside its 
more cosmopolitan capital 
Barcelona, where people 
switch between speaking 
Spanish and Catalan with 
ease and at times with¬ 
out even noticing. In the 
peaceful transition from 
the Franco dictatorship to 
prosperous democracy, 
Catalans were content just 
to recover the freedom to 
openly speak, teach and 
publish in their own Cata¬ 
lan language, a right de¬ 
nied under Franco for over 
30 years. But now, gener- 
ations-old grievances for 
more self-government and 
recognition of their culture 
are rising to the surface as 


the economic downturn 
bites.Many Catalans feel 
their quest for a sense for 
nationhood has been frus¬ 
trated by the intransigence 
of the central government 
in Madrid. The most recent 
of these clashes came in 
2010 when Spain's Consti¬ 
tutional Court weakened 
the Statute of Autonomy 
for Catalonia, a sweeping 
package of laws that de¬ 
volved more power to the 
region and would have 
recognized Catalonia as 
a nation, albeit one within 
Spain. 


Spain’s slump, which has 
led to a spike in unemploy¬ 
ment and harsh auster¬ 
ity cuts, has proven to be 
the tipping point for many 
Catalans who used to 
be against or ambivalent 
about seeking their own 
state. 

Mondon, who works for a 
family run real estate man¬ 
agement firm, said that just 
over a year ago she voted 
“No” in a nonbinding ref¬ 
erendum organized by 
pro-independence groups. 
Now, she says she has

Germany’s Oktoberfest sees 3.6m visitors 


BERLIN (AP) — This year’s 
Oktoberfest folk festival 
has already attracted an 
estimated 3.6 million visi¬ 
tors, the city of Munich said 
Sunday. 

Officials are expecting 
a total of about 6 million 
visitors to celebrate the 16- 
day extravaganza, now 
half over, but the beer fes¬ 
tival’s start indicates the fi¬ 
nal number might well be 
higher. The Oktoberfest is 
best known for its bands of 
oompah music playing in 
cavernous tents, local men 
wearing traditional Bavar¬ 
ian Lederhosen leather 
shorts and women in bright 
costumes. 

This year’s visitors have 
consumed 3.6 million two- 
pint (one-liter) mugs of 
beer so far. A mug, called 
“mass" in German, of the 
malty pale beer sells for up 
to €9.50 ($12.30). 

Last year's 6.9 million visi¬ 
tors downed almost 8 mil¬ 


lion mugs. 

While the Oktoberfest’s 
main draw is the towering 
mugs of beer, many visitors, 
especially families, often 
flock to the Oktoberfest for 
its fairground attractions 


such as roller coasters. 
Visitors at this year's Okto¬ 
berfest, the 179th, mostly 
came from Germany, 
neighboring countries, Italy, 
the U.S., Asia, New Zealand 
and Australia so far, the city 


said.

Capriles leads big rally in Venezuelan capital

Be¬ 
trian, a former lieutenant 
governor, told local report¬ 
ers he has started work as 
interim prime minister and 
he doesn’t need an office 
to carry out his duties. 

It’s unclear how long 
Schotte and his supporters 
intend to stay in the gov¬ 
ernment offices. 

Schotte says police were or¬ 
dered to kick them out, but 
they didn’t carry through 
because the corps’ politi¬ 
cal loyalty is divided. 
Sunday phone calls to Cu¬ 
racao’s acting governor 
rang unanswered. 

Van der Pluijm-Vrede as¬ 
sumed the role of acting 
governor last week after 
Gov. Frits Goedgedrag left 
the island for medical treat¬ 
ment overseas. 

It’s not the first time that 
Schotte has spoken about 
coups in Curacao. 

In May, Schotte an¬ 
nounced that he suspend¬ 
ed the island’s entire secret 
service agency, accus¬ 
ing agents of planning a 
coup in 2010, the year he 
became prime minister fol¬ 
lowing the breakup of the 
Netherlands Antilles politi¬ 
cal grouping. 

He and the secret service 
agency had several run-ins 
after the island obtained 
greater autonomy in 2010. 
Curacao is an independent 
country within the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands and the 
governor is the representa¬ 
tive of the Dutch monarch. 
The islands’ ties to the Neth¬ 
erlands date to 1634, when 
a Dutch trading settlement 
was established there. □

MEDINAH, Illinois (AP) — 
Erasing some of their worst

Tiger Woods missed a 31/2- 
foot par putt on the 18th 
hole and conceded a par 
to Francesco Molinari that 
halved their match, that 
extra half-point making it 
a clear-cut win for Europe, 
UV2-I3V2. 

Woods and Strieker, the an¬ 
chors in the lineup, didn’t 
win a single match at Me¬ 
dinah. 

“This one is for all of Europe,” 
Olazabal said. “Seve will al¬ 
ways be present with this 
team. He was a big factor 
for this event for the Euro¬

pean side, and last night 
when we were having that 
meeting, I think the boys 
understood that believing 
was the most important 
thing. And I think they did.” 
Ian Poulter was the first to 
embrace Olazabal, which 
was only fitting. 

It was Poulter who gave 
Europe hope Saturday 
evening when he made 
five straight birdies to turn 
a loss into a win and swing 
momentum in Europe's fa¬ 
vor. Poulter was up to his 
fist-pumping, eye-bulging 
tricks again on the final 
day, winning the last two 
holes in his match against 
U.S. Open champion 


Webb Simpson. 

And he had plenty of help. 
Europe’s top five players in 
the lineup all won, includ¬ 
ing Rory Mcllroy, who was 
lucky to be playing. Mcllroy 
kept thinking his match was 
at 12:25 p.m. — it was listed 
in Eastern time, not Central 
— and he needed a police 
escort to get to the course 
with 10 minutes to spare. 
Then, he came up with key 
birdies to hand Keegan 
Bradley his first loss of the 
week. 

The biggest match might 
have belonged to Justin 
Rose. He was on the verge 
of losing to Phil Mickelson 
when Rose holed a 12-foot 


par putt to halve the 16th, 
made a 35-foot birdie putt 
from the back of the 17th 
green to win the hole, and 
then closed out Mickelson 
with a 12-foot birdie on the 
last hole. 

Six of the 12 matches went 
to the 18th hole on Sunday. 
The Americans won only 
one of them. 

The Americans also rallied 
from a four-point deficit 
to win in 1999 at Brookline. 
This was different, though. 
The Americans won big in 
those early matches. At 
Medinah, so many of them 
could have gone either 
way. 

It was so close, so tense, 
that either side could have 
won the Ryder Cup down 
to the very end. 

Strieker made an 8-foot par 
putt on the 18th, and Kay¬ 
mer faced a par putt from 
6 feet to win the match. If 
he missed, the Americans 
would get a half-point, and 
Woods was leading 1-up 
over Molinari and in the 
middle of the 18th fairway. 
Kaymer, a former No. 1 and 
major champion who has 
struggled all year, poured it 
in the middle and the cel¬ 
ebration was on. 

“It’s a feeling I never had 
before,” Kaymer said. “On 
Friday, I sat down with Ber¬ 
nhard and talked a little 
bit about the Ryder Cup 
because my attitude was 
not the right one. But now 
I know how important the 
Ryder Cup is.'O 


NHL, locked-out players 
meet for 3rd straight day

NEW YORK (AP) — The NHL 
and the players' associa¬ 
tion met for a third straight 
day Sunday, and again 
avoided the troublesome 
money issues that are fuel¬ 
ing the ongoing lockout. 
“We did not discuss core 
economic issues, as was 
the plan,” NHLPA special 
counsel Steve Fehr said af¬ 
ter meeting for five hours 
with the NHL. “We discussed 
health and safety, drug 
testing, including more 


discussion of drug testing, 
medical care etc. Also a 
number of things in the CBA 
legal area of player move¬ 
ments.” The drug policy was 
a key component of talks 
Friday when the sides got 
together for the first time 
since the NHL imposed the 
lockout on Sept. 16. 

On Saturday, the sides fo¬ 
cused on clarifications of 
definitions of what makes 
up hockey-related revenue 
— a pot that exceeded $3 
billion. “It was a produc¬ 
tive day. We made some 


progress in some areas,” 
Fehr said Sunday. “I would 
say it’s good that we were 
talking. It’s true that we 
could’ve done this last 
week or a week before or 
a week before that, but it’s 
a lot better than doing it 
three weeks from now." Be¬ 
cause of difficulty in finding 
common ground on how 
to split up that money, the 
league and union instead 
concentrated all weekend 
on secondary issues that 
will also be included in any 
new agreementO

DOVER, Delaware (AP) — 

Brad Keselowski had just 
enough fuel left to take the 
checkered flag Sunday at 
Dover International Speed¬ 
way for his second victory 
in three weeks. 

Keselowski won the Chase 
for the Sprint Cup cham¬ 
pionship opener at Chica- 
goland and followed that 
by conserving enough fuel 
down the stretch at Dover. 
Keselowski raced to his fifth 
victory of the season and 
zipped into the points lead. 
Chase driver Jeff Gordon 
finished second. Jimmie 
Johnson lost his grip on the 
points lead with a fourth- 
place finish. 

Johnson and Denny Ham¬ 
lin, who faded to eighth, 
had two of the top cars 
all race. They just did not 
have enough fuel to make 
a hard, clean push in the 


closing laps of the 400-mile 
race. 

There are seven races left 
in the Chase. 

Keselowski heads to Tal¬ 
ladega Superspeedway 
as the hottest driver in the 
Chase. 

“There’s a lot of racing to 
go, a ton of racing to go,” 
Keselowski said. 

“Certainly, we're in good 
position.” 

Kyle Busch and Johnson 
had to ease off the gas 
late in the race and were 
denied their chances of 
victory. For Busch, it would 
have been a nice confi¬ 
dence boost in a season 
where he failed to make 
the Chase. Johnson lost a 
chance to win his record 
eighth race at Dover when 
he had to slow down in the 
No. 48 over the final laps. 
Hamlin briefly took the lead 
but he had to make a pit 
stop of his own with 10 laps 


left. Hamlin had talked this 
week about embracing 
Dover after calling the mile 
concrete oval his least fa¬ 
vorite one on the circuit. He 
won the pole and seemed 
in position to pull off a 
breakthrough win until fuel 
issues forced him down pit 
road behind Busch, his Joe 
Gibbs Racing teammate. 
That left it to Gordon and 
Keselowski to duel for the 
lead over the closing laps. 
Gordon hoped Keselows- 
ki’s No. 2 Dodge would run 
out of instead. 

Instead, Keselowski ran off 
with the victory. 

“We were just a top-five car 
all weekend," Keselowski 
said. “My guys just kept us 
there. When you're in top 
five, you're in good posi¬ 
tion for things to happen.” 
Gordon followed his third 
place last week at New 
Hampshire with another 
strong run at Dover. He 


needed it after a 35th- 
place finish in the opener 
at Chicagoland buried him 
in the standings. 

“We're not going to con¬ 


tinue in this championship 
against those guys up front 
if they keep running the 
way they're running,” he 
said. □

“Every game feels like it's 
a playoff game right now," 
Russell Martin said. “That's 
our attitude.” 

New York has overcome 
four-run deficits to win twice 
in a nine-game span for the 
second time this season, 
according to STATS LLC. The 
Yankees tied Baltimore and 
Texas (92-66) for the most 
wins in the AL. 

With both the division title 
and the AL's best record still 
up for grabs, the Yankees 
aren’t relishing the pros¬ 
pect of playing the last- 
place Red Sox, who have 
lost 90 games for the first 
time since 1966. 

“They would like nothing 
better than to spoil our sea¬ 
son,” Martin said. “Us know¬ 
ing that, I don't think any¬ 


body is going to take them 
lightly." 

A wild-card berth and the 
one-game playoff that 
comes with it isn’t to New 
York’s liking. The Yankees 
opened a 10-game AL East 
lead in mid-July and have 
never failed to finish first in 
a season in which they led 
by at least 614 games. 

“This team wants to win 
a division,” Swisher said. 
“That’s it. I don’t ever think 
in the history of Yankee 
baseball we’ve shot for the 
wild card. That’s not how 
we get down over here. 
This city, this team expects 
to win and that’s what I ex¬ 
pect us to go out and do.” 
Toronto took a 5-1 lead 
in the fifth against Phil 
Hughes, but the Yankees 
closed in the sixth on a run¬ 
scoring pitch by Henderson 
Alvarez and tied it an inning

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Animals suspected spreading new SARS-like virus

LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
Health Protection Agency 
has published an early ge¬ 
netic sequence of the new 
respiratory virus related to 
SARS that shows it is most 
closely linked to bat viruses, 
and scientists say camels, 
sheep or goats might end 
up being implicated too. 

So far, officials have only 
identified two confirmed 
cases and say the virus 
isn't as infectious as SARS, 
or severe acute respira¬ 
tory syndrome, which killed 
hundreds of people, mostly 
in Asia, in a 2003 global out¬ 
break. 

In Geneva, World Health 
Organization spokesman 
Glenn Thomas told report¬ 
ers Friday that so far the 
signs are that the virus is 
“not easily transmitted from 
person to person” — but 
analyses are ongoing. 

The agency said it’s too 
early to tell how big a threat 
the new virus will be since it 
is unknown how exactly it 
spreads and whether it will 
evolve into a more danger¬ 
ous form. 


Global health officials sus¬ 
pect two victims from the 
Middle East may have 
caught it from animals. 

“It’s a logical possibility to 
consider any animals pres¬ 


ent in the region in large 
numbers,” said Ralph Baric, 
a coronavirus expert at the 
University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill. 


“Biologists now need to 
go into the area and take 
samples from any animals 
they can get their hands 
on, including camels and 
goats,” he said. Baric said it 


was crucial to find out how 
widespread the virus is in 
animals and what kind of 
contact might be risky for 
people. 


Baric suggested bats might 
be spreading the virus di¬ 
rectly to humans since the 
two confirmed infections 
happened months apart. 
“If there was an established 
transmission pattern from 
other animals, we probably 
would have seen a lot more 
cases,” he said. 

WHO said it is consider¬ 
ing the possibility the new 
coronavirus sickened hu¬ 
mans after direct contact 
with animals. The agency 
is now working with experts 
in the Middle East to fig¬ 
ure out how the two con¬ 
firmed cases got infected 
but could not share details 
until the investigation was 
finished. 

One patient was a Saudi 
Arabian man who died sev¬ 
eral months ago while the 
other is a Qatari national 


who traveled to Saudi Ara¬ 
bia before falling ill and is 
currently in critical but sta¬ 
ble condition in a London 
hospital. 

Earlier this week, WHO is¬ 
sued a global alert asking 
doctors to be on guard for 
any potential cases of the 
new respiratory virus, which 
also causes kidney failure. 
Saudi officials have already 
warned that next month’s 
annual Muslim Hajj pilgrim¬ 
age, which brings millions 
to Saudi Arabia from all 
around the world, could al¬ 
low the virus to spread. 

As a precautionary mea¬ 
sure, they are advising pil¬ 
grims to keep their hands 
clean and wear masks in 
crowded places. 

Experts said knowing where 
a virus comes from provides 
clues on how to stop it.Q

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Researcher says flaw in 
Android creates phone risk

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Cellphones using 
Google’s Android oper¬ 
ating system are at risk of 
being disabled or wiped 
clean of their data, in¬ 
cluding contacts, music 
and photos, because 
of a security flaw that 
was discovered several 
months ago but went un¬ 
noticed until now. 
Opening a link to a web¬ 
site or a mobile appli¬ 
cation embedded with 
malicious code can 
trigger an attack ca¬ 
pable of destroying the 
memory card in Android- 
equipped handsets 
made by Samsung, HTC, 
Motorola and Sony Eric¬ 
sson, rendering the de¬ 
vices useless, computer 
security researcher Ravi 
Borgaonkar wrote in a 
blog post Friday. Another 
code that can erase a 
user’s data by perform¬ 
ing a factory reset of the 
device appears to target 
only the newly released 
and top selling Galaxy 
S III and other Samsung 
phones, he wrote. 
Borgaonkar informed 
Google of the vulner¬ 
ability in June, he said. A 
fix was issued quickly, he 
said, but it wasn't pub¬ 
licized, leaving smart¬ 
phone owners largely un¬ 
aware that the problem 
existed and how they 
could fix it. 

Google declined to 
comment. Android de¬ 
buted in 2008 and now 
dominates the smart¬ 
phone market. Nearly 
198 million smartphones 
using Android were sold 
in the first six months of 
2012, according to the 
research firm IDC. About 


243 million Android- 
equipped phones were 
sold in 2011, IDC said. 
Versions of Android 
that are vulnerable in¬ 
clude Gingerbread, Ice 
Cream Sandwich and 
Jelly Bean, according 
to Borgaonkar. He said 
the Honeycomb version 
of Android, designed for 
tablets, needs to be test¬ 
ed to determine if it is at 
risk as well. 

Samsung, which makes 
most of the Android 
phones, said only early 
production models of 
the Galaxy S III were af¬ 
fected and a software 
update has been issued 
for that model. The com¬ 
pany said it is conducting 
an internal review to de¬ 
termine if other devices 
are affected and what, 
if any, action is needed. 
Samsung said it is advis¬ 
ing customers to check 
for software updates 
through the “Settings: 
About device: Software 
update" menu available 
on Samsung phones. 
Borgaonkar, a research¬ 
er at Germany's Techni¬ 
cal University Berlin, said 
the bug works by taking 
advantage of functions 
in phones that allow 
them to dial a telephone 
number directly from a 
web browser. That con¬ 
venience comes with 
risk, however. A hacker, 
or anyone with ill intent, 
can create a website or 
an app with codes that 
instruct the phones link¬ 
ing to those numbers to 
execute commands au¬ 
tomatically, such as a full 
factory reset. 

The phone's memory 
card, known as a sub¬ 
scriber identity mod¬ 
ule, or SIM, can be de¬ 


stroyed remotely in the 
same way, Borgaonkar 
said. “Vulnerability in An¬ 
droid can be exploited 
to kill the SIM card per¬ 
manently by clicking a 
single click," he wrote. 
“After the successful at¬ 
tack, the end user has to 
go to the mobile network 
operator and buy a new 
SIM card.” 

While Borgaonkar has 
drawn attention to the 
problem, it’s unclear 
how useful the vulner¬ 
ability would be to cy¬ 
bercriminals who are pri¬ 
marily interested in profits 
or gaining a competitive 
advantage, said Jimmy 
Shah, a mobile security 
researcher at McAfee. 
“There's no benefit to 
the attacker if they can’t 
make money off it or they 
can’t steal your data,” 
Shah said. “It’s really not 
that useful.” 

But the technique could 
cause huge headaches 
if it were harnessed to 
issue outbound phone 
calls, said Mikko Hyppo- 
nen, chief research of¬ 
ficer at F-Secure, a digi¬ 
tal security company in 
Helsinki, Finland. “If that 
would be doable, we 
would quickly see real 
world attacks causing 
phones to automatically 
dial out to premium-rate 
numbers,” he said. □

OMAHA, Nebraska (AP) — 

As they work to give away 
part of Warren Buffett's 
roughly $47 billion fortune, 
his three children have ad¬ 
opted an approach that 
looks remarkably similar to 
their father’s technique for 
making all that money. 

Like Buffett, each relies on 
tiny staffs. And just like their 
father invests only in busi¬ 
nesses he understands, 
they restrict their giving to 
their targeted projects. 
Warren Buffett doesn’t di¬ 
rect how the foundations 
created by Susie, Howard 
and Peter Buffett spend 
the estimated $2.6 billion in 
Berkshire Hathaway stock 
they'll receive, but his chil¬ 
dren seem to have ab¬ 
sorbed his philosophy. 

“I think the only pressure I 
feel from him is making sure 
we’re smart about how we 
spend the money,” said 
Howard Buffett. “He's had 
no influence on where we 
give money, but he’s had a 
big influence on how we go 
about it.” 

Buffett’s children have fo¬ 
cused on different topics. 


reflecting their divergent 
interests. 

Howard Buffett is helping 
farmers in impoverished 
nations produce more to 


women and girls worldwide 
through education, collab¬ 
oration and economic de¬ 
velopment to end violence 
against women.

reduce world hunger. Susie 
Buffett is strengthening early 
childhood education and 
looking for ways to reduce 
teen pregnancy.

“We're given this amazing 
opportunity to try and make 
change where we can,” 
Peter Buffett said. “And be¬ 
ing our father’s children, we 
don’t think small.” 


The Buffett children have all 
been running foundations 
their parents set up for them 
since the late 1990s, but 
they had to dramatically 
increase their giving after 
2006 when Warren Buffett 
announced his overall giv¬ 
ing plan and the children 
received their first annual 
gift of stock worth roughly 
$65 million to each of them. 
They'll have to ramp up 
their giving again because 
Buffett’s annual gifts of 
Berkshire Hathaway stock 
will increase to roughly $100 
million to $125 million to 
each child next summer. 
Although his children’s foun¬ 
dations will each eventually 
receive stock worth about 
$2.6 billion, their charitable 
work is still overshadowed 
by their dad’s main pledge 
to give the Bill & Melinda 
Gates Foundation stock 
worth more than $44 billion. 
Warren Buffett is also giving 
nearly $4.4 billion worth of 
stock to the Susan Thomp¬ 
son Buffett Foundation, 
named for the investor’s 
first wife, who died in 2004. 
That organization promotes 
women's reproductive 
health and tries to limit the 


giving 

spread of nuclear weap¬ 
ons. 

All three younger Buffetts 
said they’re glad their fa¬ 
ther encouraged them to 
take risks, so they wouldn’t 
be afraid to tackle difficult 
issues. 

The Buffett children also 
said they are glad their par¬ 
ents had the foresight to set 
up separate foundations 
for each of them, so they 
could all go their own way. 
Howard Buffett regularly 
travels to poverty-stricken 
parts of the world to talk 
with farmers and check 
up on projects his founda¬ 
tion has funded, but the 
57-year-old often doesn’t 
tell his dad where he’s go¬ 
ing until after he returns to 
avoid worrying him about 
the dangers of destinations 
like the Democratic Repub¬ 
lic of the Congo. 

Howard Buffett, who raises 
corn and soybeans in Illi¬ 
nois, likes to get a close look 
at the challenges those 
farmers he’s trying to help 
face. He said when he’s 
travelling he’s reminded of 
how his mother would try 
to help anyone in need she 
encountered. □

Why US economy is flashing conflicting signals

WASHINGTON (AP) — Any¬ 
one puzzled by the most 
recent U.S. economic 
data has reason for feel¬ 
ing so: The numbers sketch 
a sometimes contradictory 
picture of the economy. 
We've learned that: 
Consumers are more con¬ 
fident but aren’t spending 
much. Fewer people are 
losing jobs, but not many 
are being hired. Home 
and stock prices are up, 
but workers’ pay is trailing 
inflation. Auto sales have 
jumped, but manufactur¬ 
ing is faltering. 

This is what an economy 
stuck in a slow-growth rut 
can look like, and it's a fo¬ 
cal point of the presiden¬ 
tial campaign. The U.S. 
economy grew at a scant 
1.3 percent annual rate in 
the April-June quarter — 
too weak to reduce high 
unemployment. And most 
economists foresee little if 
any improvement the rest 
of the year. 

Many Americans are re¬ 
ducing debt loads instead 
of spending freely. Build¬ 
ers are borrowing less and 
constructing homes at a 
modest pace. Businesses 
are being cautious about 
hiring and expanding. 

In the long run, reduced 
debts and rising home and 
stock prices will help rebuild 
household wealth, boost 
consumer spending and 
spur job growth. But it's tak¬ 
ing time. 

“The U.S. outlook could 
best be described as one 
of near-term weakness and 
long-term strength,” says 
Chris Jones, an economist 
atTD Bank. 

Here are some of the mixed 
signals recent economic 
reports have sent with the 
election now five weeks 
away: 


HOUSING 

After plunging when the 
housing bubble burst, 
home prices are finally ris¬ 
ing steadily, according 
to the Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller index. The in¬ 
dex rose in July compared 
with a year earlier. That was 
the second straight year-

over-year gain. Still, the an¬ 
nual pace of new-home 
sales dipped in August from 
a two-year high in July. At 
the same time, sales were 
nearly 28 percent above 
the level a year earlier. 

The Good News: For most 
Americans, a home is their 
most valuable asset. As its 
value increases, homeown¬ 
ers grow wealthier and typi¬ 
cally feel more confident. 
That tends to spark more 
consumer spending — the 
U.S. economy’s main fuel. 
Rising prices also lead more 
people to sell homes, fur¬ 
ther energizing the housing 
market. More sales would 
likely spur further home- 
building. 

The Bad News: Home con¬ 
struction now plays too 
small a role in the economy 
to provide much lift. It made 
up only 2.4 percent of the 


economy in the April-June 
quarter. That compares 
with a peak of 6.3 percent 
at the end of 2005 and a 
longer-run average of just 
under 5 percent. “Housing 
would therefore need to 
be on steroids to provide 
a major boost to growth," 
Paul Dales, an economist 


at Capital Economics, said 
in a note to clients. 

Looking Ahead: Record- 
low mortgage rates are 
likely to keep homes af¬ 
fordable. The Federal Re¬ 
serve’s decision to spend 
$40 billion on mortgage 
bonds each month until 
the recovery accelerates 
should keep rates low and 
increase home sales. Ris¬ 
ing builder confidence also 
suggests that construc¬ 
tion will keep growing. But 
many Americans lack the 
credit to qualify for a mort¬ 
gage. Or they can’t afford 
the larger down payments 
now required. 

CONSUMER CONFIDENCE 

Americans are feeling bet¬ 
ter about the economy de¬ 
spite chronically weak job 
gains and pay levels that 
lag inflation. The private 


Conference Board’s index 
of consumer confidence is 
at a seven-month peak. A 
survey of consumer senti¬ 
ment by the University of 
Michigan has reached its 
second-highest point in 
nearly five years. Both sur¬ 
veys found that consumers 
are lukewarm about cur¬ 
rent economic conditions 
but more optimistic about 
the future. The Good News: 
When consumers are con¬ 
fident, they’re generally 
more likely to spend. Both 
surveys also found that 
consumers expect hiring to 
pick up. The Bad News: You 
can’t spend confidence. 
Rising confidence doesn’t 
always lead to higher 
spending. And when an 
economy is healthy, con¬ 
sumer confidence is usually 


much higher than it is now. 
Looking Ahead: Without 
more hiring and stronger 
pay raises, the recent gains 
in consumer confidence 
might not last. 

CONSUMER SPENDING 

Americans spent more in 
August. But that was mainly 
because they had to pay 
more for gas and some 
other items. Adjusted for in¬ 
flation, consumer spending 
barely rose in August. That’s 
been true for most of this 
year. 

The Good News: Ameri¬ 
cans were willing to spend 
more, even if much of it 
went in the gas tank. Con¬ 
sumers were even willing to 
save less in order to spend 
more. That's another sign of 
confidence. □

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Jets among elite company in replacing the irreplaceable

FLORHAM PARK, N.J. - The 

day after their Darrelle Revis 
sustained a season-ending 
knee injury, the 2008 New 
England Patriots heard 
their coach say his name - 
Tom Brady - once, but not 
again for four months. 
When the 2011 Indianapolis 
Colts learned that their Dar¬ 
relle Revis would miss the 
entire season, their brain 
trust huddled to discuss the 
changes in philosophy and 
personnel that would be 
implemented to mitigate 
his - Peyton Manning's - 
absence. 

Revis does not play the 
same position as Brady or 
Manning, two of the finest 
quarterbacks ever, but his 
value to the Jets is nearly 
tantamount. His shutdown 
skills at cornerback allow 
coach Rex Ryan to play an 
unusually aggressive style 
of defense. 

Just as Brady and Man¬ 
ning each epitomized his 
squad’s character and of¬ 
fensive personality, Revis 
serves as the cornerstone 
of a team built on defense. 
Or rather, he did. Revis tore 
a knee ligament last Sun¬ 
day against the Dolphins, 
forcing the Jets to confront 
a challenge of a magni¬ 
tude that only two other 
teams of recent vintage - 
the Brady-less Patriots and 
the Colts without Manning 

- have faced. 

There is no template for re¬ 
grouping successfully, for 
coping with the loss of a 
player whose superior skills 

- in Revis’ case neutraliz¬ 
ing the opposition’s best 
receiver - come to define 
an organization. Even play¬ 
ers who abide by the hoary 
next-man-up mantra real¬ 
ize that there is no replac¬ 
ing a Brady, a Manning, a 
Revis. The best they can do 
is try. 

New England, backed by 
a capable understudy and 
a deep roster, reacted by 
going 11-5 without Brady 
but missed the playoffs. In¬ 
dianapolis, wrecked by fur¬ 
ther injuries and limited by 
an offense that did not fit 
its personnel, lost its first 13 
games and went 2-14. 

“If you’re fortunate to have 
a franchise player, virtually 
everything is built around 


him and what he can do,” 
said Bill Polian, the for¬ 
mer Colts president who 
drafted Manning and now 
works for ESPN. “And now 
you have to change that.” 
The Jets started planning 
for the post-Revis era on the 
flight home from Florida last 
Sunday night, hours after 
Revis’ knee buckled in the 
soggy grass of Sun Life Sta¬ 


dium. The defensive staff 
gathered to brainstorm. 
Mike Pettine, the coordi¬ 
nator, compared himself 
to a custom tailor, saying, 
“We’re making a suit each 
week, and we have to 
build a plan based on two 
things: the opponent and 
what they do, and what 
do we have available from 
our perspective.” 

He promised only “subtle” 
differences for Sunday’s 
game against San Francis¬ 
co but added, “We’re not 
foolish enough to think that 
we can just continue to do 
what we’ve been doing.” 
Neither were the Colts, 
who discovered on the 
eve of last season that 
Manning would not play 
after having another neck 
operation. The team was 
making cuts, Polian said, 
when he was called out of 


a meeting to be notified. 
When he returned, Polian 
delivered the news to his 
coaching staff, and they 
started working on a plan. 
Unlike the Patriots, who 
are renowned for adjust¬ 
ing their game plans from 
week to week, the Colts 
ran the same system with 
Manning for 13 seasons. 
But with Manning out, the 


Colts chose to abandon 
the up-tempo, downfield 
passing game. In its place, 
a run-oriented offense with 
- gasp - a fullback. 

“That took a very long 
while to effectuate - very 
long,” Polian said. “The no¬ 
menclature, the way we 
blocked, the way we ran 
certain routes, the way 
we called plays no-hud- 
dle and all of that kind of 
stuff - the assistant coach¬ 
es clung to it. It was what 
we did, but the guy who 
made it happen wasn’t 
there anymore. It’s just 
a monumental task. You 
don’t rewrite the playbook 
in a week.” 

Perhaps to its detriment, In¬ 
dianapolis did not have a 
credible backup for Man¬ 
ning, and when other in¬ 
juries struck - “all the bad 
luck in the world descend¬ 


ed on us in one year,” Po¬ 
lian said - the team could 
not recover. 

The Patriots fared bet¬ 
ter without Brady in large 
part because of their bal¬ 
ance - a shortcoming of 
the Jets, who have scored 
one touchdown in their last 
22 possessions. Brady’s re¬ 
placement, Matt Cassel, 
inherited a team that went 
18-1 the previous season, its 
bid for perfection spoiled 
by the Giants in the Super 
Bowl. A solid offensive line 
returned, as did dynamic 
receivers like Wes Welker 
and Randy Moss; and the 
defense was bolstered 
by Richard Seymour and 
Vince Wilfork up front. 

At first. Patriots coach Bill 
Belichick scaled back the 
offense, emphasizing the 
run and playing conserva¬ 
tively. Heath Evans, a run¬ 
ning back, said he made 
sure to spend extra time 
in the backfield blocking 
on pass plays so Cassel 
was protected. But soon 
enough, the Patriots made 
another adjustment. “I re¬ 
member after the game, 
I stepped back and was 
like, wow, freaking Tom 
Brady, goodness gracious,” 
said Evans, who now works 
as an analyst for NFL Net¬ 
work. “We were 18-1 with 
this guy, what are we go¬ 
ing to do? Then we came 
in on Monday and Bill had 
a whole plan.” 

In reflecting on the 2008 
season, Tedy Bruschi, a 
linebacker on that team, 
said he thought they were 
well-equipped to absorb 
Brady's injury because of 
the organizational philoso¬ 
phy that Belichick advo¬ 
cated: He never overem¬ 
phasized the importance 
of an individual, a practice 
that his players recognized, 
appreciated and respond¬ 
ed to when starters were 
inevitably hurt.Q

SAN FRANCISCO — Plans 
to use an array of power¬ 
ful air cannons in an under¬ 
sea seismic sfudy near a 
Cenfral California nuclear 
power planf have federal 
and state officials juggling 
concerns over marine life 
with public safety. 

Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
wants to use big air guns 
to emit strong sound waves 
into a large, near-shore 
area that includes parts of 
marine reserves to make 
three-dimensional maps of 
fault zones, some of which 
were discovered in 2008, 
near its Diablo Canyon nu¬ 
clear power plant. 

But a state study, mandated 
by AB1632, signed into law 
in 2006, found the project is 
likely to have “unavoidable 
adverse effects” on marine 
life and the environment. 
Biologists, environmental 
groups and fishermen have 
opposed using the high- 
energy air guns, saying the 
blasts have potential to 
harm endangered whales, 
California sea otters and 
other creatures frequenting 
these waters. 

“I am very concerned 
about impacts to marine 
mammals, especially some 
of the large whales includ¬ 
ing blue, fin, and humpback 
whales,” said John Calam- 
bokidis, an Olympia, Wash.- 
based marine biologist who 
has studied Pacific Ocean 


whales for decades. “There 
are many uncertainties on 
the impact of this type of 
operation on whales, es¬ 
pecially since we have not 
seen this type of large air 
gun survey off California for 
a long time.” 

The $64 million, ratepayer- 
funded effort to under¬ 
stand seismic threats to the 
plant has intensified since 
the disastrous 2011 Tohoku 
quake and tsunami, which 
disabled reactors at Ja¬ 
pan’s Fukushima Dai-ichi 
nuclear power plant. 
Quake experts were sur¬ 
prised by the 9.0-magni¬ 
tude quake on a fault that 
scientists did not believe 


would produce a quake 
stronger than 8.0. 

Although the Japan di¬ 
saster demonstrated that 
predicting the strength of 
a quake on a given fault is 
an inexact science, PG&E 
wants to know if the newly 
discovered faults near San 
Luis Obispo are connected 
to existing ones that have 
already been studied. Seis¬ 
mologists typically use a 
fault’s length to estimate 
the maximum possible 
earthquake it can produce. 


“People need to under¬ 
stand, we're living in the 
world post-Fukushima, so 
we need to go back and 
review everything we think 
we know about the seismic 
threat situation around im¬ 
portant structures like this 
power plant,” said Bruce 
Gibson, a former seismolo¬ 
gist who now serves as a 
San Luis Obispo County su¬ 
pervisor. 

“Unfortunately, from an en¬ 
vironmental impact stand¬ 
point, the only real way to 


get the images is to put 
high energy sound into the 
earth.” 

If the project gains ap¬ 
proval from myriad agen¬ 
cies, scientists would tow 
up to 18 air guns behind 
a boat and blast loud 
sound into the water over 
a 530-square-nautical-mile 
area. Hundreds of sensors 
would be placed strategi¬ 
cally on the seafloor, pick¬ 
ing up the reverberations 
and allowing computers to 
create three-dimensional 
maps in technology similar 
to an ultrasound. 

The air guns and sensors 
would be dragged through 
an area that includes two 
state marine protected ar¬ 
eas - Cambria and White 
Rock - and is adjacent to 
the Monterey Bay National 
Marine Sanctuary. Dozens 
of endangered and threat¬ 
ened species use these 
waters. 

A similar seismic survey is 
being planned near the 
state’s other nuclear plant 
at San Onofre, in San Diego 
County to the south. 

A State Lands Commis¬ 
sion environmental impact 
study found on Aug. 20 
there would be “unavoid¬ 
able impacts" to marine 
life in the area during the 
San Luis Obispo testing. 

But the commission also 
concluded the “benefit of 
the project outweighs the 
unavoidable adverse im¬ 
pacts,” said Jennifer DeLe¬ 
on, a senior environmental 
scientist at the commission. 
While similar high energy 
seismic surveys have been 
done on the Pacific Coast 
- most recently off Wash¬ 
ington - PG&E said moni¬ 
tors there did not observe 
harm to whales or other 
marine mammals. 

The powerful cannons used 
in these projects can be fa¬ 
tal to animals that stray too 
close to them. □ 
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Lohan thrown or grabbed in NY hotel

NEW YORK (AP) — Lindsay 
Lohan got into an argu¬ 
ment early Sunday with a 
25-year-old man in her New 
York City hotel room over 
photos on a cellphone and 
the actress was physically 
grabbed or thrown, a law 
enforcement official said. 
The official was not au¬ 
thorized to speak publicly 
about the encounter Sun¬ 
day morning and spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity. 
Christian LaBella of Valley 
Village, California, was tak¬ 
en into custody around 6 
a.m., authorities confirmed. 
He faces a misdemeanor 
assault charge and a ha¬ 
rassment charge. He was 
still in custody Sunday af¬ 
ternoon and could not be 
reached for comment. 
Police acknowledged that 
LaBella was arrested but 
did not identify the other 
party because that person 


is the alleged assault vic¬ 
tim. 

The official said Lohan and 
LaBella had encountered 
each other earlier in the 
night at a club. It was un¬ 
clear whether they had 
met before. 

Lohan was injured but not 
hospitalized, her publicist, 
Steve Honig, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“Lindsay has spoken with 
police and is fully cooper¬ 
ating with the investiga¬ 
tion,” he said. He declined 
to comment further. 

Lohan herself has had sev¬ 
eral run-ins with law en¬ 
forcement. 

Last week, Lohan, 26, was 
accused clipping a pe¬ 
destrian with her car out¬ 
side a nightclub and driv¬ 
ing away. She was given a 
ticket and was scheduled 
to appear in court Oct. 23. 
Honig has said he expects 
those allegations to be 
proven false. 

The actress was also in¬ 



volved in a car accident in 
California this summer that 
sent her and an assistant to 
a hospital, but didn’t result 
in serious injuries for any¬ 
one. The accident remains 
under investigation. 

In May, she was cleared of 
allegations that she struck 
a Hollywood nightclub 
manager with her car. 
Lohan remains on infor¬ 
mal probation for taking 
a necklace from a jewelry 
store without permission 
last year. That means she 
doesn’t have to check in 
with a judge or probation 
officer but could face a jail 
term if arrested again. 
Lohan recently filmed 
“The Canyons,” a movie 
by “Less Than Zero” author 
Bret Easton EllisO

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Adam 
Sandler's monster mash-up 
“Hotel Transylvania” has 
brought the weekend box 
office back to life after a 
late-summer slump. 

The animated comedy 
from Sony Pictures debuted 
at No. 1 with $43 million, 
one of the strongest starts 
ever for a movie opening 
in September, according to 
studio estimates Sunday. 
“Hotel Transylvania” set a 
new high for September 
debuts in terms of actual 
dollars, beating the previ¬ 
ous record of $35.7 million 
for 2002's “Sweet Home 
Alabama.” But factoring in 
today’s higher admission 
prices, “Sweet Home Ala¬ 
bama" sold more tickets. 
This weekend’s box office 
was further strengthened 
by a solid No. 2 debut 
for another Sony release, 
Bruce Willis and Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt’s time-travel 
thriller “Looper,” which took 
in $21.2 million. 

Hollywood’s overall grosses 
rose for the first time in a 
month compared to the 
same weekend last year. 
Revenues totaled $120 mil¬ 
lion, up 21 percent from the 
same weekend a year ago, 
when “Dolphin Tale" led 
with $13.9 million, accord¬ 
ing to box-office tracker 


Hollywood.com. 

“Sony really kind of saved 
the day here, turning things 
around after a full month of 
less-than-stellar box office," 
said Hollywood.com ana¬ 
lyst Paul Dergarabedian. 
“The post-summer period 
didn't exactly set the world 
on fire.” 

It’s rare for one studio to 
open two wide releases 
over the same weekend, 
but Sony had two movies 
that complemented each 
other well without overlap¬ 
ping their audiences. 
Locking up the family 
crowds, the PG-rated “Ho¬ 
tel Transylvania” features 
Sandler providing the voice 
of Count Dracula as the 
proprietor of a resort ca¬ 
tering to Frankenstein, the 
Wolfman and other mon¬ 
sters. 

The R-rated “Looper" pulled 
in male action fans. Set in 
2044, the film stars Gordon- 
Levitt as a hit man assigned 
to kill victims sent back in 
time — including his future 
self (Bruce Willis). 

The previous weekend’s 
No. 1 movie. Open Road 
Films’ police story “End of 
Watch,” fell to No. 3 with $8 
million, raising its domestic 
total to $26.2 million. 

In narrower release. Uni¬ 
versal Pictures’ music tale 
“Pitch Perfect” opened 
strongly at No. 6 with $5.2 


million. The movie stars 
Anna Kendrick as a college 
freshman who joins an a 
cappella singing team and 
livens up the group's con¬ 
servative style. 

Playing in 335 theaters, 
“Pitch Perfect” averaged 
an impressive $15,560 a cin¬ 
ema. That compared to an 
average of $12,840 in 3,349 
theaters for “Hotel Transyl¬ 
vania" and $7,086 in 2,992 
cinemas for “Looper." 

The weekend's other new 
wide release, Maggie Gyl- 
lenhaal and Viola Davis' 
school drama “Won't Back 
Down,” flopped at No. 10 
with $2.7 million, averaging 
just $1,074 in 2,515 theaters. 
The movie centers on two 
mothers who organize a 
campaign to save a failing 
elementary school. 

For Sandler, “Hotel “Transyl¬ 
vania" was a return to hit 
status after his summer dud

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Europe's Austerity Madness 



The Silly List Everyone Cares About

So much for complacency. Just 
a few days ago, the conven¬ 
tional wisdom was that Europe 
finally had things under control. 
The European Central Bank, by 
promising to buy the bonds of 
troubled governments if neces¬ 
sary, had soothed markets. All 
that debtor nations had to do, 
the story went, was agree to 
more and deeper austerity - the 
condition for central bank loans 
- and all would be well. 

But the purveyors of convention¬ 
al wisdom forgot that people 
were involved. Suddenly, Spain 
and Greece are being racked 
by strikes and huge demonstra¬ 
tions. The public in these coun¬ 
tries is, in effect, saying that it 
has reached its limit: With unem¬ 
ployment at Great Depression 
levels and with erstwhile middle- 
class workers reduced to pick¬ 
ing through garbage in search 
of food, austerity has already 
gone too far. And this means 
that there may not be a deal 
after all. 

Much commentary suggests 
that the citizens of Spain and 
Greece are just delaying the 
inevitable, protesting against 
sacrifices that must, in fact, be 
made. But the truth is that the 
protesters are right. More auster¬ 
ity serves no useful purpose; the 
truly irrational players here are 
the allegedly serious politicians 
and officials demanding ever 
more pain. 

Consider Spain’s woes. What is 
the real economic problem? 
Basically, Spain is suffering the 
hangover from a huge housing 
bubble, which caused both an 
economic boom and a period 
of inflation that left Spanish in¬ 
dustry uncompetitive with the 
rest of Europe. When the bubble 
burst, Spain was left with the dif¬ 
ficult problem of regaining com¬ 
petitiveness, a painful process 
that will take years. Unless Spain 
leaves the euro - a step nobody 
wants to take - it is condemned 
to years of high unemployment. 
But this arguably inevitable suf¬ 
fering is being greatly magnified 
by harsh spending cuts; and 
these spending cuts are a case 
of inflicting pain for the sake of 
inflicting pain. 

First of all, Spain didn’t get into 
trouble because its government 
was profligate. On the contrary, 
on the eve of the crisis, Spain 
actually had a budget surplus 
and low debt. Large deficits 


emerged when the economy 
tanked, taking revenues with 
it, but, even so, Spain doesn’t 
appear to have all that high a 
debt burden. 

It’s true that Spain is now having 
trouble borrowing to finance its 
deficits. That trouble is, however, 
mainly because of fears about 
the nation’s broader difficulties 
- not least the fear of political 
turmoil in the face of very high 
unemployment. And shaving a 
few points off the budget defi¬ 
cit won’t resolve those fears. In 
fact, research by the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund suggests 
that spending cuts in deeply de¬ 
pressed economies may actu¬ 
ally reduce investor confidence 
because they accelerate the 
pace of economic decline. 

In other words, the straight eco¬ 
nomics of the situation suggests 
that Spain doesn’t need more 
austerity. It shouldn’t throw a 
party, and, in fact, it probably 
has no alternative (short of euro 
exit) to a protracted period of 
hard times. But savage cuts to 
essential public services, to aid 
to the needy, and so on actu¬ 
ally hurt the country’s prospects 
for successful adjustment. 

Why, then, are there demands 
for ever more pain? 

Part of the explanation is that 
in Europe, as in America, far 
too many Very Serious People 
have been taken in by the cult 
of austerity, by the belief that 
budget deficits, not mass un¬ 
employment, are the clear and 
present danger, and that deficit 
reduction will somehow solve a 
problem brought on by private 
sector excess. 

Beyond that, a significant part 
of public opinion in Europe’s 
core - above all, in Germany - 
is deeply committed to a false 
view of the situation. Talk to Ger¬ 
man officials and they will por¬ 
tray the euro crisis as a moral¬ 
ity play, a tale of countries that 
lived high and now face the in¬ 
evitable reckoning. Never mind 
the fact that this isn’t at all what 
happened - and the equally 
inconvenient fact that German 
banks played a large role in in¬ 
flating Spain’s housing bubble. 
Sin and its consequences is their 
story, and they’re sticking to it. 
Worse yet, this is also what 
many German voters believe, 
largely because it’s what politi¬ 
cians have told them. And fear 
of a backlash from voters who 
believe, wrongly, that they’re 
being put on the hook for the 
consequences of southern Eu¬ 
ropean irresponsibility leaves 
German politicians unwilling to 
approve essential emergency 
lending to Spain and other trou¬ 
bled nations unless the borrow¬ 
ers are punished first. 

Of course, that’s not the way 
these demands are portrayed. 
But that’s what it really comes 
down to. And it’s long past time 
to put an end to this cruel non¬ 
sense. 

If Germany really wants to save 
the euro, it should let the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank do what’s 
necessary to rescue the debtor 
nations - and it should do so 
without demanding more point¬ 
less pain.Q

The U.S. News & World Report’s 
annual college rankings came 
out earlier this month and - 
knock me over with a feather! 

- Harvard and Princeton were 
tied for first. 

Followed by Yale. 

Followed by Columbia. 

It’s not that these aren’t great 
universities.But think about 
it.Can you really say with any 
precision that Princeton is “bet¬ 
ter” than Columbia?That the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology (No. 6) is better than the 
California Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy (No. 10)? That Tufts (No. 28) 
is better than Brandeis (No. 33)? 
Of course not. U.S. News likes to 
claim that it uses rigorous meth¬ 
odology, but, honestly, it’s just 
a list put together by magazine 
editors. The whole exercise is a 
little silly. Or rather, it would be if 
it weren’t so pernicious. 
Magazines compile lists be¬ 
cause people like to read them. 
With U.S. News having folded 
its print edition two years ago, 
its rankings - not just of colleg¬ 
es, but law schools, graduate 
schools and even high schools 

- are probably what keep the 
enterprise alive. People care 
enough about its rankings to 
pay $34.95 to seek out the de¬ 
tails on the U.S. News website. 


And it imbues these rankings 
with an authority that is largely 
unjustified. Universities that want 
to game the rankings can eas¬ 
ily do so. U.S. News cares a lot 
about how much money a 
school raises and how much 
it spends: on faculty; on small 
classes; on facilities; and so on. 
It cares about how selective the 
admissions process is. 

So universities that once served 
populations that were differ¬ 
ent from the Harvard or Yale 
student body now go after the 
same elite high school students 
with the highest SAT scores. And 
schools know that, if they want 
to get a better ranking, they 
need to spend money like mad 
- even though they will have to 
increase tuition that is already 
back-breaking. 

“If you figure out how to do the 
same service for less money, 
your U.S. News ranking will go 
down,” says Kevin Carey, the 
director of education policy at 
the New America Foundation, a 
nonpartisan research group. The 
rankings encourage trends that 
ill-serve the country. 

There is something else, too. 
They exacerbate the status 
anxiety that afflicts so many 
high school students. The single- 
minded goal of too many high 
school students - pushed by 
parents, guidance counselors 
and society itself - is to get into a 
“good” school. Those who don’t 
land a prestigious admission feel 
like failures. Those who do but 
lack the means often wind up 
taking on onerous debt - a bur¬ 
den that can last a lifetime. And 
U.S. News has largely become 
the measure by which a good 
school is defined. 

“U.S. News didn’t invent the 
social dynamic,” says Carey. 
“What it did was very accurately 
empiricize them.” 

As it happens, Carey has been 
working for a number of years 
with The Washington Monthly to 
compile a different kind of col¬ 
lege ranking. (I was an editor at 


The Monthly in the late 1970s.) 
Instead of trying to serve as a 
gauge of status. The Monthly’s 
rankings attempt to gauge 
more useful measures: social 
mobility, for instance, or “bang 
for the buck.” Its top-ranked na¬ 
tional universities this year are 
the University of California-San 
Diego and Texas A&M. Neither 
is ranked in the top 30 by U.S. 
News. All they do is graduate a 
higher percentage of students 
than you would expect given 
their populations - at a reason¬ 
able price. 

Yes, The Washington Monthly’s 
rankings are yet another list 
compiled by magazine editors, 
inevitably flawed. But the point 
the magazine is trying to make 
is that this is the model of higher 
education we should be en¬ 
couraging. Can you really dis¬ 
agree? I have no doubt that you 
can obtain a very good educa¬ 
tion at Texas A&M. As you surely 
can at many other institutions 
that don’t crack the top of the 
U.S. News rankings. 

Not long ago, I saw an article 
written by recent graduate of 
Stuyvesant High. Stuyvesant, 
widely considered the most 
prestigious public high school in 
New York, has just been through 
a cheating scandal - one driven 
in no small part by the impera¬ 
tive of its students to get into a 
prestigious college. 

The author, who was not part 
of the cheating scandal, had 
succeeded into getting into a 
“Desirable University,” as she put 
it, but her parents had been un¬ 
able to afford the tuition. She 
wound up, deeply embittered, 
at a state school. Whenever 
people would bring up the sub¬ 
ject of college, she wrote, she 
would “mutter something about 
not wanting to talk about it.” 
Although she claimed to have 
made her peace with her edu¬ 
cation, she ended her article by 
vowing to save enough so that 
her children wouldn’t have to 
suffer the same fate. Q 
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Arthur O. Sulzberger, who transformed the Times

Arthur Ochs Sulzberger, who 
guided The New York Times and 
its parent company through a 
long, sometimes turbulent pe¬ 
riod of expansion and change 
on a scale not seen since the 
newspaper’s founding in 1851, 
died early Saturday at his 
home in Southampton, N.Y. He 
was 86. 

His death, after a long illness, 
was announced by his family. 
Sulzberger’s tenure, as pub¬ 
lisher of the newspaper and 
as chairman and chief execu¬ 
tive of The New York Times Co., 
reached across 34 years, from 
the heyday of postwar Amer¬ 
ica to the twilight of the 20th 
century, from the era of hot 
lead and Linotype machines to 
the birth of the digital world. 
The paper he took over as pub¬ 
lisher in 1963 was the paper it 
had been for decades: re¬ 
spected and influential, often 
setting the national agenda. 
But it was also in precarious fi¬ 
nancial condition and some¬ 
what insular, having been a 
tightly held family operation 
since 1896, when it was bought 
by his grandfather Adolph S. 
Ochs. 

By the 1990s, when Sulzberger 
passed the reins to his son, first 
as publisher in 1992 and then 
as chairman in 1997, the enter¬ 
prise had been transformed. 
The Times was now national in 
scope, distributed from coast 
to coast, and it had become 
the heart of a diversified, mul- 
tibillion-dollar media opera¬ 
tion that came to encompass 
newspapers, magazines, televi¬ 
sion and radio stations and on¬ 
line ventures. 

The expansion reflected Sul¬ 
zberger’s belief that a news 
organization, above all, had 
to be profitable if it hoped to 
maintain a vibrant, indepen¬ 
dent voice. As John F. Akers, a 
retired chairman of IBM and for 
many years a Times Co. board 
member, put it, “Making mon¬ 
ey so that you could continue 
to do good journalism was al¬ 
ways a fundamental part of 
the thinking.’’ 

On Saturday, President Barack 
Obama praised Sulzberger as 
“a firm believer in the impor¬ 
tance of a free and indepen¬ 
dent press, one that isn’t afraid 
to seek the truth, hold those 
in power accountable and 
tell the stories that need to be 
told.” Sulzberger’s insistence on 
independence was shown in 
his decision in 1971 to publish 
a secret government history 
of the Vietnam War known as 
the Pentagon Papers. It was a 
defining moment for him and, 
in the view of many journalists 
and historians, his finest. 

In thousands of pages, this 
highly classified archive de¬ 


tailed Washington’s legacy 
of deceit and evasion as it 
stumbled through an unpopu¬ 
lar war. When the Pentagon 
Papers were divulged in a se¬ 
ries of articles in June 1971, an 
embarrassed Nixon administra¬ 
tion demanded that the series 
be stopped immediately, cit¬ 
ing national security consider¬ 
ations. The Times refused, on 
First Amendment grounds, and 
won its case in the U.S. Supreme 


Court in a landmark ruling on 
press freedom. 

Sulzberger reshaped The Times. 
In the mid-1970s, another finan¬ 
cially difficult period in which he 
might have chosen to retrench, 
he expanded the paper to four 
sections from two, creating 
separate sections for metro¬ 
politan and business news and 
introducing new ones oriented 
toward consumers. They were 
a gamble, begun in the hope 
of attracting new readers, es¬ 
pecially women, and advertis¬ 
ers. Some critics dismissed the 
feature sections as unworthy 
of a serious newspaper. But the 
sections - SportsMonday, Sci¬ 
ence Times, Living, Home and 
Weekend - were an instant 
success, without compromising 
the paper’s hard-news core. 
They were widely imitated. 
Over the next two decades, a 
billion-dollar investment in new 
printing facilities made still more 
innovations possible, among 
them a national edition, spe¬ 
cial regional editions and the 
daily use of color photos and 
graphics. 

“Adolph Ochs is remembered 
as the one who founded this 


great enterprise,” Richard L. 
Gelb, a longtime member of 
the Times board, said in 1997, 
when Sulzberger stepped down 
as chairman. “Arthur Ochs Sul¬ 
zberger will be remembered 
as the one who secured it, re¬ 
newed it and lifted it to ever- 
higher levels of achievement.” 
Even while the enterprise was 
put on a secure financial foot¬ 
ing, ultimate control never 
passed from the Sulzberger 


family. It managed to avoid 
the internal strife and jealousies 
that tore apart other newspa¬ 
per dynasties and traumatized 
their companies. 

At Sulzberger’s death. The 
Times was being run by a fourth 
generation of his family, a rarity 
in an age when the manage¬ 
ment of most U.S. newspapers 
is determined by distant cor¬ 
porate boards. A family trust, 
unaffected by his death, guar¬ 
antees continued control by 
Adolph Ochs’ descendants. 

It was no coincidence, Sulz¬ 
berger believed, that some of 
the country’s finest newspa¬ 
pers were family-owned. “My 
conclusion is simple,” he once 
said with characteristic humor. 
“Nepotism works.” 

His suggestions to editors and 
his criticisms tended to be deliv¬ 
ered in a velvet glove, not with 
a mailed fist. “He didn’t have 
to be obeyed; he just wanted 
to be heard,” said Jack Rosen¬ 
thal, a former editor of the edi¬ 
torial page. Arthur Gelb, a for¬ 
mer managing editor, put it this 
way: 

“He never said forcefully, ‘This is 
what I believe and this is what 


I want.’ It was always mild and 
often with a little humor. He lis¬ 
tened to what others had to 
say. Some people saw that as 
weakness. But it was the nature 
of a true gentleman.” 
Sulzberger involved himself far 
less with the content of the 
news columns than with the 
large business decisions that 
had to be made. It had been 
that way from the moment 
he was named publisher, on 
June 20, 1963, succeeding his 
brother-in-law Orvil E. Dryfoos, 
who had died of heart trouble 
a month earlier at age 50. 

The line of Times publishers, 
from Adolph Ochs in 1896 to 
Arthur Sulzberger Jr. a century 
later, has run through the men 
in the family. 

Ochs had a daughter, Iphi- 
gene, but no sons. When he 
died in 1935, authority passed 
to Iphigene Ochs’ husband, Ar¬ 
thur Hays Sulzberger. Iphigene 
and Arthur had three daugh¬ 
ters: Marian, Ruth and Judith, 
called Judy. 

Then came a son, Arthur Ochs 
Sulzberger, born on Feb. 5, 
1926. The father enjoyed com¬ 
posing light verse, and he cel¬ 
ebrated this birth with an illus¬ 
trated book describing the boy 
as having “come to play the 
Punch to Judy’s endless show.” 
The nickname stuck. 

As the years passed, Sulzberg¬ 
er turned his attention toward 
handing over leadership to the 
next generation. In 1992, his son, 
Arthur Sulzberger Jr., took over 
as Times publisher. The ques¬ 
tion then became whether the 
younger Sulzberger would also 
inherit his father’s corporate 
titles. Some board members 
wanted to see someone from 
outside the family assume those 
posts. 

In 1997, Sulzberger rallied fam¬ 
ily members around his son as 
chairman. But his sisters, he later 
said, wanted roles for their own 
branches of the family. “So we 
came up with compromises 
and things that worked wonder¬ 
fully well for the organization,” 
he said. Arthur Sulzberger Jr. 
was made chairman. A cousin, 
Michael Golden, was named 
senior vice president and vice 
chairman. The chief executive 
was someone from outside the 
family, Russell T. Lewis. 

Once again, the Times fam¬ 
ily had avoided the kind of 
internal strife that had bat¬ 
tered newspaper clans like the 
Binghams of Kentucky and the 
Chandlers of Los Angeles. 

The family sense of duty was 
strong. It was captured in a eu¬ 
logy that Susan W. Dryfoos, Orvil 
Dryfoos’ daughter and the di¬ 
rector of the Times History Proj¬ 
ect, delivered in February 1990 
for her grandmother, Iphigene 
Ochs Sulzberger.

our birthright,” Dryfoos said. 
Sulzberger joined the Marines 
in 1944. Trained as a radioman, 
Sulzberger went through the 
Leyte and Luzon campaigns in 
the Philippines, then landed in 
Japan as a jeep driver at Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s head¬ 
quarters. He was discharged in 
1946 as a corporal. 

While in college, in 1948, Sulz¬ 
berger married Barbara Win¬ 
slow Grant, who lived near the 
Sulzbergers’ estate in Stamford, 
Conn. They had two children, 
Arthur Jr., born in 1951, and 
Karen, born in 1952. Karen Sul¬ 
zberger is a former arts admin¬ 
istrator and board member of 
Facing History and Ourselves, 
an educational organization. 
The Sulzberger marriage ended 
in divorce. Months later, in De¬ 
cember 1956, Sulzberger mar¬ 
ried Carol Fox Fuhrman; they 
had met at a New York dinner 
party given by Orvil Dryfoos’ 
brother, Hugh. The couple had 
a daughter, Cynthia, in 1964. 
Cynthia Sulzberger is an el¬ 
ementary school reading spe¬ 
cialist. 

By a previous marriage, Carol 
Sulzberger had a daughter, 
Cathy, who was born in 1949 
and legally adopted by Sul¬ 
zberger. Cathy Sulzberger is 
a real estate developer who 
serves on many philanthropic 
boards. 

Carol Sulzberger died in 1995. 
In March 1996, Sulzberger mar¬ 
ried Allison S. Cowles, widow of 
William H. Cowles III, who had 
been president and publisher 
of newspapers in Spokane, 
Wash. The two families had a 
newspaper connection go¬ 
ing back to the early 1900s, 
though Allison Cowles was not 
from the branch of the family 
that directed Cowles Commu¬ 
nications. She died in 2010 in 
Spokane. Besides his children, 
Sulzberger is survived by two 
of his three sisters, Marian S. 
Heiskell of New York and Ruth 
S. Holmberg of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and nine grandchildren. 
The third sister. Dr. Judith P. Sul¬ 
zberger - the Judy to his Punch 
-died in 2011. 

When he left as Times chair¬ 
man in 1997, he remained con¬ 
vinced that newspapers - at 
least good newspapers - had 
a bright future. 

“I think that paper and ink are 
here to stay for the kind of 
newspapers we print,” he said 
in a postretirement interview. 
“There’s no shortage of news 
in this world. If you want news, 
you can go to cyberspace and 
grab out all this junk. But I don’t 
think most people are com¬ 
petent to become editors, or 
have the time or the interest.” 
“You’re not buying news when 
you buy The New York Times,” 
Sulzberger said. “You’re buying 
judgment.”Q
